This Office Action is in response to an After-Final Amendment filed on 7/12/2005. 
Currently claims 2-7 and 9-1 9 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-7 and 9-1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of: 

...wherein the cobalt film is formed to have a thickness of 70A to 150A, by 
keeping a reacting furnace, which initially maintains a pressure of 1x10" 7 to 1x10' 8 Torr, 
in 1x10" 2 to 1x10" 4 Torr and at from a room temperature to a temperature of 550°C, and 
by using any one of a DC sputtering method, an RF sputtering method and CVD 
method, as required by claim 2; and 

...wherein the carbon ion implanting process is performed up to a depth of 50A to 
1000Awith an energy of 10 to 100keV and a dose of 1x1 0 14 to 1x1 0 16 atoms/cm 2 , as 
required by claims 9 and 15.
